Joshut A. Leach was born in Ne 
gah, Ireland, May 8, 1843. 
He came 
with 
his 
parents to Port Jervis, 
New York, when he wras but three 
months old, and grew inte young 
manhood in that city. 
A t the ag* 
of 18 he enlisted in the 56th New 
York volunteers .serving through­ 
out the civil w-ar. 
On 
April 
23. 
1864, while home on a furlough, In- 
married 
his 
boyhood sweetheart, 
Miss Sarah A. Tut hill. 
On Decem­ 
ber ll. 1873, Mr. Leach conceived 
the idea of the organization of the 
Brotherhood 
of 
Locomotive Fire­ 
men. 
Together with eleven other 
men the organization, which was 
destined to be the greatest labor 
organization in America, was form­ 
ed. 
Today 
the 
brotherhood has 
116.000 members; has six million 
dollars in the treasury 
and 
dis­ 
burses 
in 
death 
and 
disability 
claims more than one million dol­ 
lars annually. 
The motive that ac­ 
tuated Father Leach, as he is lov­ 
ingly called and known all over the 
United States and Canada, in found­ 
ing the brotherhood, was wholly 
impersonal. 
It was not with any 
idea of self aggrandizement or ben­ 
efit that he gave his time and en­ 
ergy to the work of welding the 
railroad employes into one body. 
His 
wonderful 
foresight 
enabled 
him to see that such an organiza­ 
tion founded on 
such 
principles 
would result in great benefit to ev­ 
ery man who engaged in that line 
of wTork. 
Mr. Leach was the first grand 
master and discharged his duties 
with earnest zeal and marked effi­ 
ciency and won the love and affec­ 
tion of every man with whom he 
came in contact. Generosity was a 
marked characteristic with him and | 
he denied himself, often, that oth­ 
ers might benefit. 
His love for hi: ! 
family and friends was great. 
A ! 
touching incident in this connec­ 
tion is that when he 
was 
awa} 
from home he sent his little grand 
children dimes in his letters, which 
he called kisses for them.

LYNCHING EXECUTED WITH ORDER 


Fearing Riot, Mississippi Governor 
Declared 
Himself 
“Utterly 
Powerless” to Stay Hand 
of the Lynchers. 


(Byithe 
Ellisville, Miss., Juut* 27 
Associated Press).—Trailed fort ten 
[days through Southern Mississippi 
by posses, which included several 
bundled membc»rs of Ids own fete. 
John Hart field, negro, confessed as­ 
sailant of an Ellisville young wo­ 
man. 
was 
captured, 
desperately 


j wounded, in a canebrake yesterday, 


j rushed by an automobile 
to 
the 
scene of his crime .hanged to a gum 
(tree and burned to asurs. 
His vic­ 
tim identified him 
and 
witnessed 
his execution. 
Governor Bilbo, petitioned during 
the day to intervene, in a statement 
issued at Jackson shortly before the 
lynching, declared himself “utterly 
powerless” and said that interfer- , 
ence would only lead to the deaths 
of hundreds of persons and that 
‘nobody can keep 
the 
inevitable 
from happening.” 
The lynching was conducted in a 
manner which the authorities char­ 
acterized as “orderly.” Guarded by 
a committee of citizens of Ellisville, 
Hart field was taken first to the of­ 
fice of Dr. A. J. Carter, who, after 
examinations of gunshot wounds re­ 
ceived when the fugitive made his 
flig h t against capture, declared the 
negro could not 
live 
more 
than 
i twenty-four hours. 
In 
the 
mean­ 
time a group of silent 
men 
were 


J piling cross ties and brush in a de- 
I pression in the ground 
near 
the 
railroad 
trestle. 
There 
was 
no 
shouting. Arrangements apparently 
had been made days ago. 


I 
After Hartford had been identi- 
! Tied upon being brought here, there 
were quiet conferences. 
Members 
of the committee circulated in the 
crowd. 
Reports that there would 
be a “burning” at 5 o’clock gave 
way to statements that there would 
be a “hanging” at the big gum tree. 
Hartfield was told what the crowd 
intended doing with him, but only 
repeated. “You have the right man.” 


j 
From the doctor's office Hartfield 
was taken to the street and faced 
I the crowd. 
“You have the right 
man,” he said . Then a noose found 
its way around his neck and the 
J trip to the big gum tree was start­ 
ed, the crowd still ominously silent, 
j 
Under the big gum tree Hart­ 
field forcibly detained his victim all 
j of the night of Sunday, June 15. It 
, was under a limb of the same gum 
tree that Hartfield was hanged as 
‘soon as the rope could he pulled up 
by hundreds of hands. 
Then oc­ 
curred the first demonstration 
While the body 
in u s death 
struggles, pistols were produced by 
the men in the crowd 
and 
fired 
point blank at the swinging form 
Before the rope had been cut by 
bullets 
burning 
faggots 
were 
thrown under the body and an horn 
later 
there 
was 
only a pile ol 
ashes. 
No arrests were made after tin 
lynching and last night the little 
town was quiet. 
Most of the visit 
ors from the surrounding country 
had left for their homes.
